iinproveiponls irere favoura.ble to 
progress, instead of detrinicnial, as 
tiupular opinion Ih generally led to 
believe. The Auulraliiin pooplo rave 
ndopted :i. nlogun of prosrrcsa, and 
have derived the higlie effleiancy 
from natural icsnurces. 

nefe' iinins his lecture, Dr. Page re- 
ferred to McOIll as a University to' 
ïï«vhich it Tvjis his great honour lo puy 
^hemage and respect — a university 
■wlicli had turned out men of the 
lilsrhesl calibre, botb ."jcientlfic and 
literarr. and had thu.s helped çreally 
to ralac the prc.stifrc and status of 
■tlie Dotnlnion. "Tlie leaders of pro- 
gress should be found is the Unl- 
verslliea" said Dr. Page. Such great 
Australian benefactors as Sir Kdward 
Barton, and the first Judge of the 
AusCra.raii Court, were university 
g-raduatcs. In the s.ame way, the so- 
lutions' to Canada's problen*« mutt 
i)o found In her graduate*. Also, as 
hose pioneers who first mado Cana- 
ila a place of note in the World, and 
resident.^ of the Dominion, should 
Know far more about their own pro- 
'jlcnis than mien from the Bi<ittgh 
'slcs. or other points. They must un- 
lorstand the real value of British 
citizcnehip, -which glveg them a prea- 
■Igo built, up by honest dealing and 
broad policy. The British Empire 
lias been the largest factor for the 
improvement of the World. It was 
the first to put a .itop to slave Trat- 
lio. being forty years in advance of 
any other nations. It put a slop to 
p'.racy on the high seas, and In the 
Croat War, by keeping transport 
open, and policing tb» ocean. It alone 
made rictory possible. 

Good worWng botiween the doml- 
•1 ona Is necessary to the upkeep of 
this great Imperial Qovernment, 
which must be promoted, said Dr.^ 
Page. There are n^ny bonds which 
unite us at present. We hav« the 
lies of tradition; a common origin 
and institutions— these, are bonds 
wlilch unitu us more perfectly than 
tlio strongest steel bands. 

Though the Great War had so 
many evil conscqueiicci, one great 
good cainn out of it. It permitted 
the personal contict of young and 
vigourous men, all able to mcot lO- 
gctlier and bear the .same advcnslly. 
iVol only did these men feci a. .sym- 
pathy, said the speaker, 'but their 
relatives at home following the re- 
IiorlH of battln Tfilli baled breath 
learned about the immortal br.avery 
of the Canadian!! at Vlmy Pvidge, or 
tlio no loss brilliant deeds of Aimtra- 
Jla and Other parts. 

This feeling nKUst bo pei-potuated 
.and caplUilIzcd;— crystallized into 
the cornor-atonc of the building of 
Imperial Government. '' By llrf pro- 
motion, -wo c2n malic the best use of 
our own reHOurCi^H — thn rc.MOiir<:on of 
our fellow-dominions— the resources 
oi: the World. 

"And whore money is, -ihere must 
tho heart be also", as Dr. Page wit- 
tily remarked. 

Australia was represented to be one 
of 'the most unfortunate countrlcg in 
■ the.irorld, said the speaker, "rtiese 
'illusions, which so greatly misled 
people in other lands, he' now «x" 
plained, were entirely false.. The 
Hereator's ProJootlonV ahowef . Austra- 
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lia to be about one-fourth its real- 
size and puts Canada' in un e-ta^seï^ 
Hietl; posltioti. Austrnlla's area ex- 
ccô(l3 thkt.'ot;'t;lic.%'hitod States, and 
almost approximates that of Canada. 

Dr. Page explitinod that Australia 
w;us inhabited by the most homo- 
geneous race of any rrjuntry. ninety- 
eight por-cont of its .ilx millions be- 
ing of liritlsh exlructlon. Llko Cana- 
da, It was undcrpopuliitod, there be- 
ine less than two to the square mile 
II li;is 11". 000 miloH of act cost, .and 
it "all the inhabitants wore placed 
lo cover the entire length of this 
eoast. Single file, six foot would t;(<p- 
aratc one person from thf luixlwhilc 
ablc-bodi !d men would probably ho 
Koparalcil liv fifty feet. This v.-as 
why Australia urged the organ>,allon 
of a. naval bas-c .-it SiiiKiipore. It was 
vitîil 10 lirr i II 10 ICS L.*!. .\u.'--tr;ilia'N 
under-populaiion is one reason for 
her iul vow ting extonsivo trade. 

Australia's wealth amounted to 
two billion dollars la.Ht year, rcsiUl- 
ing in a por-capil;t wealth almost 
parallel to tliat of the United tstates,. 
"with all its tremendous mtinufactur'cs 

The pictures' of Anstrala "as .'i 
country -withered in iroplral ho.i.t, aro 
onliroly falkicious. Only one-third 
ii{ the country |s in the tropical arcB' 
and this section is very highly ele- 
vated, thus rendering the climate 
much cooler. The climate generally, 
la' ideal for production, and llic fact 
that it Is ft Avhitc man's country is 
proved by the fact '.that a great many 
people attain. 'the 'age of 04 or 35. 
Australia knows no Winloi'. and as 
a result, many districts li.tve two 
crops a year. Being a new country 
the soil, uncxhausicd, U extremely 
fertile; Drought and aridity are Mie 
exception, no: the rule. In .\iistrali;i. 
Two million square inlloii of its land 
have a rainfall of from tun to thirty 
inches a year, and the rest can be 
used for T'asturaye. 'I'lio Ingenuity 
and willingness of the Au.4tralian 
people, is a great f.actor iii the suc- 
cess of the country. 
■ MtlCh has bcfCii cffPL-^od in nrtific:!- 
al resources. The J.lcrinu sheep had 
been cultivated to by fur the highest 
degree of perfection of any species 
In existence, the b-kin liaving been 
made more wrinkled and givln;.^ u 
grea.tcr area tor wool production. In 
the last twenty-five years, ihe" weight 
of fleece from each sheep had gone 
up, in average, from five to seven 
pounds. The sheep raising industry 
had Tirought Australia four hundred 
million dollars. The wheat industry 
had been perfected lo a degree, and 
had resulted in the yield per acre 
■■'.iY, doubled. Also. a. barren tract 
in the State of Victoria, which had 
harboured dangerous pcst^ in the 
form of rabbits, tind which the .s'tate 
had advocated fencing off. bad act- 
ually been reclaimed, and ij now 
yielding half of Victoria's wheal 
crop. This was done by a clover sys- 
tem of crop rotation, In whirli slu-f;. 
played a. large pa.rt' 

In concluding tihls subjecl he ru- 
remarkeil that the Australians if 
they had no other obstacles to cover 
seemed lo delight in iireailng new 
ones, . to prevent llicnisclvcH from 
becoming stale. They buill the rail- 
way* In the various SKitcs' un illt- 
fcrent guugns, -with the result tliut 
tho tTavoller has ohango trains at 
every border line. ^ 

A unique method of dealing with 
a deadlock in .government, hiis been 
proved succehsful In Australia, said 
Dr. rage, reverting to a de»crlption 
of A-UHtralian conHlilut'on. If a bill 
passed by tho lower houao Is rejected 
twice by tho;.aenate. the Oovcrnor- 
General dlsml.sses both houses slmiil- 
ta.neou.^ly. Then Ibe two houses mcot 
Jointly and a Jolnl vote decides the 
Issue. ISach of the six slates^; and the 
"territory" havo two parllanwnta with 
the 7'''ederal houses nl the helm. A 
member of llie lower lioiiae holds of- 
fice for tliri'o years while a Senator 
IS elected for atx.
